PEACE PROPOSALS FOR 
THE PUBLIC 


Vancouver, Jan. 4.-—Though the vot¬ 
ing on prohibition closed on Saturday 
In the trenches and overseas, the final 
result of ths vote will not be known 
for some time yet. The prohibitionists 
here make light of the report that the 
vote Is so overwhelmingly that prohi¬ 
bition will be defeated. Up to November 
10 less than 100 votes had been polled 
in France and less than 500 in England. 
The available vote In France, accord¬ 
ing to the returns handed Sir Rich ihl 
McBride by Sir George Perley, was 
only 2,523. 

-The dry forces received a message 
from W. D. Bkyley, their represent «- 
tive in France. It read: VRafe. Well 
In France. Vote now 1,800.’’ 

The English vote, according to in¬ 
formation of the prohibitionle’s was 
correspondingly small. 

There Is no apprehension among the 
dry leaders over the outcome. They art- 
awaiting the counting of the vote with 
perfect assurance that It will not ma¬ 
terially change the present majority.

'With King Albert’* Army In Belgium, 
r>ec. 2# (try mail).—Behind barriers of 
water that are more Impassable than 
the strongest barbed wire entangle¬ 
ments. the 3elglan army Is holding Its 
part of the western battle front and 
draining and waiting for the day when 
"more of Belgium can be wrested from 
the enemy. 

The Belgian army, which now holds 
all of Belgium not in Germany’s hands, 
Is Hituated in perhaps the most unique 
fighting 'position of any of the bel¬ 
ligerent forces. It is out of touch 
with the enemy, except by artillery fir¬ 
ing. For the most part the Germans 
are a mile distant—and Intervening, In 
place of No Man’s Land. Is No Man s 
Water. The Belgian system of ‘‘in¬ 
undating defences" through the river 
Yser, the Yser canal and various 
flooded districts puts a unique barrier 
between the two forces.

“No woman, idiot, lunatic or criminal shall 
Vote.”—From the Election Act of the Dominion 
- of Canada. , • , . . 

/ These worn-out prejudices and beliefs are 

x^^gradually being placed in the background, and 
Y itis a notable fact that the western provinces ar<ji 
taking the lead in granting the franchise th 
\Vomen, before the older and more conservative 
■provinces have begun to face the question 
squarely. * 

Some men and women have been haunted by 
a fear that woman would in some way get out 
of her sphere. Whatever that sphere may once 
have.been, it is-very difficult to limit'd novV. The 
unjust social laws have slowly relaxed until 
scarcely any kioors are closed to women. 1 here 
. are those of botli sexes who deplore these changed 
conditions, but the change has become essentially 
a fact. -At the present time 35 per cent, of the 
worneSi in Canada and th^-United States are wage- 
earncri*. not for amusement, but for bread. 

Thechanged conditions have forced women to 
think broadly and intelligently on all subjects Of 
the day*, and the present war has made them 
think seriously and gravely, while at the same 
time they have found even more opeti doors and 
“ more fields for service. 

Just at this stage the Alberta Government 
• ' passed a hill granting the suffrage to women. It 
was a surprise to many and a matter of regret 
that-many women care so little about the privi- 
‘ lege of citizenship. The excuse is that they 
know nothing of politics. What does it matter 
unless politics is taken in its real meaning instead 
of what it sometimes stands for—favors, pulls, 
easy jobs for friends, schemes whereby .easy 
money may be made? 

The office)of lawmaker should lie the 'highest 
in v .tb£ land, but if it were so, the miserable scan- 
dais that are always cropping out could not be. 
At the same time men of] justice and honor de¬ 
plore these things and are honestly trying to 
improve conditions. Will it be any better now 
that wrtmen are in politics?

The blame rest entire¬ 
ty with the shipper and the grow¬ 
er. In order that 'Such losses 
may be avoided and the consum¬ 
er be in a position to secure for 
his .good money, good potatoes 
that will keep over winter, it is 
necessary for the growers, on 
their part, to exercise more care 
in digging, sorting and handling 
potatoes. Late blight is a pre- 
ventible disease, every farmer 
should know this fact, since the 
experimental farm system has 
made every effort to demonstrate 
to many farfns in the country the 
effect of spraying, with results 
showing the production of sound 
crops, and an increase in yield 
amounting to some 90 to 100 
bushels per acre. 

■* ^7 

. The sale of inferior potatoes is 
dishonest, if npt illegal, at the 
present moment. Farmers know 
from their own experience that 
storage rots cause great losses 
in their own cellars. It seems, 
however, the general practice to 
dispose of an infected crop im¬ 
mediately, and- shift the losses 
from rot from the farmer to the 
consumer. The latter, however, 
has to pay the price of good 
potatoes. 

In some instances, no doubt, 
the consumer is to blame by 
storing potatoes (or other winter 
vegetables) in too warm cellers. 
Potatoes and similar vegetables 
must be stored in a cool place. 
They cannot stand frost, which 
causes a sweetish taste in potat¬ 
oes, but the temperature should 
never rise above 40 degrees F. 
While such conditions are non¬ 
existent it is better not to lay 
in a winter’s supply as losses are 
sure to result. ^ 

Farmers are ^cautioned that 
the attitude of consumers will

From the consumers’ side, the 
question of marketing potatoes is 
of the greatest importance,, es-- 
pecially so in years when the 
prices for this comrqodity are ad¬ 
vancing daily. The officers of 
the experimental farm inspected 
quantities of potatoes in the 
consumers’ own cellars. The 
potatoes had been purchased in 
the ordinary -way from small 
dealers. The condition of the 
potatoes was most unsatisfactory 
In three cases' the amount of rot 
came to 75 per cent, pf the total- 
quantity in storage. This rot 
was the common late blight rot, 
and was certainly present when' 
the potatoes were dug, and be¬ 
fore shipping. 

The consumer is helpless in 
such cases, and rarely is there a

GERMANY JUST ON THE 
VERGE OF STARVATION 


War’s Horrors Have Reach¬ 
ed Their Families, and 
They Seek to Remove - 
the Blight 


Gerard Declares Relations 
Between Two Countries 
Were Never Mor6 (5or- v 
- dial Than Now 


London, Jan. 5.—A most careful 
study of the economic conditions In 
Germany reveals that beyond a doubt 
the peace offer was prompted chiefly 
by the reason that Germany Is on the 
verge of starvation. This Information 
in not bused on the views of Individuals 
■—neutrals or others—whose lmpres- 
slourf were gained In a visit to Ger¬ 
many, and who were generally biased, 
fn any ease, their views cannot be com¬ 
pared with actual evidence collected 
directly from German newspapers. 

The information shows conclusively 
that the end of German endurance is 
rapidly approaching.. Scarcely a day 
passes without serious food, .riots by 
the underfed population being reported. 
While the press Is complaining bitterly 
of the starvation of the people, the 
authorities continue to reduce allow¬ 
ances. Medical experts say the present 
ration is far below* the standard on 
which human beings can live,. Milk 
pric a In Berlin generally have increas¬ 
ed, with a coincident decrease In all 
butter fat allowance. How grave t(je 
situation of the milk supply must be 
in countless Gerrrian communities Is 
illustrated by the conditions prevailing 
In Mayence,-which In normal times re¬ 
quires a daily milk supply of 40,000 
quarts. The allowances at the present 
time Is about one-half of the normal. 

The potato rationing has also been 
reduced lo the smallest possible, as also 
I other food articles.

The man who sits at my left at mesR 
was rich three years ago.

It is by accident that these stories 
come out. The men never speak of them 
voluntarily.

No army 
was ever so grim of aspect as the Serbs. 

So much for • their spirit. Upon the 
physical aide they are welt, provided and 1 
in good condition. At first the Serb is 
not as Impressive on the march as the 
Englishman, let us say. .or the French¬ 
man. His step lacks the swing of. the 
one and the spring of the other. He 
trudges rather than marchee, at a dls- 
couragtngly slow gait. Then one learns 
that this Is the national pace of Serbia— 
a pace adapted to that of the ox teams 
the men followed In peace and war— 
and later that the Serbs can go on seem¬ 
ingly forever. They appear oblivious to 
fatigue. With the Indifference of the 
true peasant to physical disoomfort they 
splash through mud rather than go 
around. They seem to accept all condi¬ 
tions,In a spirit of fatalistic philosophy.

Toronto, Jair. J..—The Joint commit¬ 
tee of the Methodist, Presbyterian and 
Congregational churchea today conclud¬ 
ed. a two day*’ aeialon held hererfor 
the purpose of canaldering the rela¬ 
tionship of local churches to tbe parent 
bodies dhd further co-operation In 
egard to congregational work. Twenty- 
eight representatives were present The 
decisions arrived at were unanimous. 

The committee thought It beat,to give 
every congregation an opportunity of 
ggVTntalnlng the organisations of .the 
local churches according to the usage 
of the denomination with which It la 
united, or to give them the option, on. 
the other hand, of adopting the plar^ 
of organization for a local church, as 
set forth In the “ba sl.s of union.’’ 

According to ’VltTb latter plan, the 
previously existing official bodies of 
the local congregations would be dis¬ 
placed and all the members of the 
uniting congregations would have 
equal rights in providing the officials 
of the new congregations and of serv¬ 
ing In that capacity. 

Today the committee considered par¬ 
ticularly the relation of local Tinion 
churches to the parent bodies. Pro¬ 
vision was made.for the affiliation of 
such churches to any one of the nego-' 
tlatlng churchea. 

Rest ‘Church Union 
.It was agreed that congregations 
which, after conference with the au¬ 
thorities of their respective churches, 
desire to form a united charge In 
affiliation with one of the negotiating 
churches, shall present a petltioh, 


Ottawa, Jan. 7.—The Journal-Press 
tomorrow morning will say:

The Nations (Debts of Bel 
ligerents Have Grov. n 
About 50 Billions 


Nanton Rinks Scoring 31 to 
Ciaresholm 26—Win by a 
Five-Point Margin 


The increase in the national 
debt of Great Britainy France, 
Russia. Germany and Austria- 
Hungary is estimated by the U.S. 
federal reserve board at $49,455- 
000 ,000, from the beginning of 
the war to the latter part of 1916 
with the exception of Austria- 
Hungary, in whose case the es¬ 
timate extends only to May 1916. 

Twenty-nine billions is the 
three entente nations’ share of 
the total, and twenty billion doll¬ 
ars is that of the two central 
powers. 

This estimate, the board stat¬ 
ed, is approximate, and does not 
cover the cost of the war, as lar¬ 
ge revenues of undetermined a- 
mounts have been raised by in¬ 
ternal taxation. Fdfibwing are

The society was rekdy for active 
service when the, South African 
war broke out, and /thfe first sub¬ 
scriptions were taken in 1899. 

During the war 53 branches were 
organized in Canada. 

In 1900 the society was Hicorp^ 
orated “The CanadiaiFRedVCross 
Society” by act of parliament. 

The society is organized^ by 
countries, the Canad ian R ed Cross' 
being a branch Of the British Red 
Cross Society. The 'British par¬ 
ent society is responsible for sup¬ 
plies for the entire British army, 
including the Canadian expedi¬ 
tionary forces. But our society 
has relieved the British society by 
assuming, as far as possible, the

SIR FREDERICK BORDEN DEAD 


The commissioners criticise adverse¬ 
ly the practice followed by all three 
chairmen of the highways board In 
certifying to paylist vouchers without; 
having a personal knowledge of their 
accuracy. The report characterises 
such certificates as a farce. The re¬ 
port points out that Devllne cashed the 
checks at the Bank 6f Ottawa at Kin- 
istlno or at the Bank of British North 
America at Wakawa without his In¬ 
dorsation being required on them, and 
the commissioners suggest that this 
appears to have been very loose work 
on the part of these banks, and natur¬ 
ally assisted In rendering these frauds 
easy of accomplishment. 

The greater part of the report deals 
with the frauds perper.trated by Brown, 
who was the responsible head of the 
roads branch of the highways depart¬ 
ment. The commissioners 'indicate 
that there was no reason why Birown 
should have been suspected. of being 
likely to enter upon a career of crime. 

The commissioners find that In so 
far as the frauds committed by Dev- 
llne, Simpson, Godfrey a.nft’Tlettin are 
concerned, the monies realised were 
converted to their own use $nd that 
.. The re¬ 


member of the government participate 
In the proceeds of the frauds. No evi¬ 
dence was adduced to show that the 
monies realised-*by the frauds were 
used for party or election purposes. 

The Road Frauds 

It Is stated that the total amount of 
the fraude perpetrated by J. P. Brown, 
chief clerk of the highways department, 
and E. H. Devllne, was $11,489.24. The 
total amounts of the other Brown 
frauds, with which the names of J. F. 
Lindsay, of Swift Current, and E. L. 
H. Smith, manager of the Broad street 
branch of the Bank of Ottawa, Regina, 
were connected, was $52,924.13. Other 
road frauds carried out by Simpson, a 
Junior clerk In the highways depart¬ 
ment, and Godfrey, a road foreman, 
totalled $2,262.80. The frauds perpe¬ 
trated by Brown were based upon for¬ 
geries—forged contracts and pay lists, 
.forged engineer's certificates, forged 
indorsements on cheques and forged 
signatures of the three officials who 
acted, from time to time as chairman 
of the highways board. 

it is stated that the only member of 
the assembly connected with any of, tbe 
frauds was E. H. DevJlne, and that wit-h 
the exception of Simpson, no member 
of the civil service had any knowledge 
of the frauds. While suspicious of 
Lindsay's dealings with Brown, the 
commissioners unanimously agree that 
they cannot find he had a guilty knowl¬ 
edge of Brown's crimes. The commis¬ 
sioners also find that there Is not suffi¬ 
cient evidence to warrant them In 
concluding that E...L. H. Smith had a 
guilty knowledge if Brown's crimes. 

The Reporte Were Regular 

The commissioners throughout their 
report indicate .that the documents and 
vouchers connected with the fraudulent 
transactions were regular In appear¬ 
ance, and In dealing with them the 
officials of the highways board, audit 
offices and treasury department fol¬ 
lowed the regular course of procedure. 
It is stated that In the case of only two 
of hundreds of vouchers examined by 
the commissioners does the report in¬ 
dicate any looseness or oversight upon 
the part of the audit office.

Muskogee, Okla., . Jan. 4.—Eleven 
school children were killed, four prob¬ 
ably fatally hurt and eight seriously 
Injured when a tornado wrecked a rural 
sehoolhouse 1$ miles northwest of 
McAlester, shorter- oerore noon today. 


Regina, Saak., Jan. 1.—The Sas¬ 
katchewan government is completely 
exonerated of any guilty knowledge or 
a^rong-dolng In connection with the 
roads frauds In the province In an ln- 
erim report of the Wetmore royal com¬ 
mission, Just made to the lieutenant- 
governor In council. The report finds 
that there Is no evidence to establish 
that any member bt the government 
had any knowledge of the frauds until 
Ja ~E. Bradshaw. M.L.A. for Prince 
^hert, made his charges In the legis¬ 
lature. Mr. Bradshaw charged at the 
last session that during the years 1913- 
14-15 the province had been defrauded 
of some $50,000 on account of road 
work that had never been done. Fol¬ 
lowing an inquiry by the public ac¬ 
counts oomjnlttee, a royal commission 
was appointed consisting of ex-Chief 
Justice Wetmore, H. S. Smith, of Re¬ 
gina, and Q. D. Mackle, of Moose Jaw, 
to conduct an Investigation Into the 
whole matter. The commission sat al¬ 
most continuously from April 19 until 
December 7, 1916. They examined 115 
witnesses, the evidence taken covers 
8,000 pages of typewriting, and the In¬ 
terim report Just .presented covers 71 
typewritten pages. The findings of the 
commissioners are unanii^qu%>

FARMING PROSPECTS 

FOR THE YEAR 1917 


It may be father early in the 
season to be making forecasts as 
to crop prospects for the year of 
1917, and it would certainly be 
foolish to attempt to figure out 
an estimate, but at the- present 
• time we think that the farmer 
who begins now to carefully take 
into consideration, the prospects 
and the hazards of another crop 
and to make preparations accord¬ 
ingly, will be the better prepar¬ 
ed to take advantage of whatever 
conditions prevail at harvest. 

So far as present conditions go, 
we have an outlook quite as rosy 
as we have ever had; we have 
an abundance of moisture to 
start our grain in the early spring 
and we have probably from 20 pc 
to 26 pc. more land ready and in 
' good shape for the drill. 

It has really been a pleasure to 
see some of the excellent summ¬ 
er-fallow and breaking that has 
been done during the past year, 
and a considerable amount of fall 
ploughing has also been done in 
splendid shape. 

Undoubtedly we are farming 
much better in this district the 
last few years, and given any¬ 
thing like reasonable conditions 
through the season, 1917 should 


prove another- bouhteous year, 
and even if the season is ribt al¬ 
together favourable it would 
seem as though a total failure 
was hardly possible in view of the 
excellent condition of the land. 

However, the securing of the 
crop is not the only thing to be 
taken into consideration, because 
we might .raise an abundant crop 
of a low grade, or we might 
raise another big crop of« high 
grade wheat and find the market 
has dropped below the margin of 
profit. 

Now is the time to make pre¬ 
parations for such contingencies, 
if they occur just about the time 
they are ready to market their 
grain. How this should best be 
done is for the farmer to decide 
for himself, the purpose of this 
article is merely to point out the 
possibilities, and as during the 
past two seasons high prices have 
prevailed, many farmers are no 
doubt depending too much upon 
a continuance of these high 
pftces, and in fact to all intents 
and purposes are actually gamb¬ 
ling on the wheat market. 

These may meet with a bitter 
disappointment when harvest 
time comes, and ■ we would 


strongly urge all farmers to make 
arrangements so that whatever 
happens they will be able to tide 
themselves over without discom¬ 
fort; It is the opinion that wheat 
prices will continue to be. good 
for some time even after the ter¬ 
mination of the war, but there 
can be little doubt that when the 
war is over there will be a period 
of depression, how long no one 
can tell, and during this depres¬ 
sion the prices of all grains will 
most likely fall below the profit 
mark. 

Therefore it would appear im¬ 
perative that the farmer should 
be ready, and now is tb^time to 
make his preparations, to arrange 
his finances so that he will be 
able to hold his wheat until the 
market again adjusts itself. Tte 
most reasonable way to do this 
undoubtedly is by securing at 
least a few head of stock, and it 
is almost impossible to estimate 
the advantage to the credit of a 
district if the farmers have a 
nice bunch of cattle on their 
farms. 

Cattle on the farm give an ad¬ 
ded sense of security and stabili¬ 
ty to a district they seem to con¬ 
vey the idea that their owners 
are not here just for % season, 
but have come to settle in the 
country, and we have no right to 
call ourselves farmers unless we 
are the owners of some stock, we 
are merely wheat gamblers. 


Before concluding this brief 
article on the coming season-, we 
would like to call attention to the 
buildings on the farms. 

Many farmers have very nice 
comfortable barns for their stock 
but their own buildings where 
they themselves live, are any¬ 
thing but pleasant and it is surely 
due to every farmers wife in this 
country that she should share in 
some of the prosperity, by having 
a pleasant coneeniently fitted 
home erected for her. 

We should not hear so much of 
the boys wishing to leave home 
if they had comfortable homes, 
and the farmers wife would have 
a much easier and pleasanter 
time if she had a home that was 
worth while in which she could 
take pride. Let us hope that 1917 
will see the erection of many new 
homes on the farms and that the 
results of the season’s label- will 
be as abundant as it was „jn the 
past season. ^

HARRISON FINDS TEN 
PER CENT INCREASE■ 
\ INPRICES 


Miners and Operators Are 
Reported Alike Dissatis¬ 
fied; Smelters Vitally In¬ 
terested in Decision 


OtflPtTft, Jan. 4.—F. E. Harrison, fair 
wage officer of the Dominion labor de¬ 
partment, appointed to investigate the 
Increase Jn the cost of living in Dist. 18. 
has completed his report and it will be 
submitted to the conference of tjie coal 
operators, the coal miners, and of the 
B.C. smelters, which will meet with the 
government tomorrow. 

It is understood that Mr. Harrison, as 
the result of his investigations in Cal¬ 
gary. I^ethbridge and Fernie, has found 
the average increase in the prices of 
household necessities diuring the period 
agreed upon, that is. between July 1 and 
November 22. 1916, be about 10 per 
cent. 

The operators object to paying this In¬ 
crease in wages as an offset 'and the 
miners ob1e«et to taking so little, as 
their original demand was for 25 per 
cent of ai. increase. However, as both 
parties are held to be bound by a virtual 
agreement to a wage increase equivalent 
to the increase in prices since the last 
agreement was reached, they may decide 
to abide by it and the danger of another 
strike be avetred; 

The representatives of'the copper and 
zinc sme'ters of B.C. are participating in 
the conference because they are vitally 
interested in the matter, as they are 
smelting for munition factories, and if 
they were forced to close 'down on ac¬ 
count of a coal strike it would be a 
serious matter. It is held that this would 
Justify intervention by the government. 


WALLS WILL TELL THE 
STORY OF THE WAR 

Ottawa. Jan. 6.—The Interior plans 
for the reconatructlon of/the parlia¬ 


ment biiilfalngs make provision for 
commemorating: the exploits of Canada 
and the allies mi me present war, and 
tor the future safe-keeping of the ban¬ 
ners and colors of the various regiments 
of the Dominion who are participating 
in the great struggle. The new senate 
chamber will have no galleries on the 
sides. Accommodation for the public 
will be arranged at both ends. The 
walls are to be utilized for the por¬ 
trayal of paintings typical of the oause 
.or- which the allies are at present 
fighting. If present plans are carried 
out, painters from the different--coun- 
tries engaged with Great'Britain in the , 
present war will be invited to come to 
Canada to do this work. The paintings 
will be in accord with the general 
color scheme of the chamber, and may 
take years to complete. 

It is understood that His Royal 
Highness the Duke of Connaught, prior' 
to his departure for England, declared 
himself as enthusiastically In favor ot 
this artistic and patriotic plan. 

An entirely new arrangement Is In 
contemplation for the library. A huge 
stack room will be built. The wood¬ 
work and bookshelves will he taken 
out. In their place will be provided 
accommodation for 1 the banners and 
flags of. the regiments.
